The stages of intellec- 
tual and psycho-social 
development in children 
are sequential and in- 
terdependent, but nei- 
ther linear nor age- 
bound. 

This chart outlines only 
some details about the 
child’s behaviour and 
needs at each level. A 
positive answer to each 
key question indicates a 
child's transition to each 
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lectual development 
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growth of the previous 
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ascending stage. At any 
given time a child may 
be functioning in more 
than one state. A child 
may be functioning in a 
specific stage for more 
than three or less than 
two years. Maturation 
cannot be accelerated but 
learning can be enhanced 
within any stage. Each 
child's pattem of devel 
opment is unique
